Applicant has argued that Heo's deposition is non-selective. In fact, Heo 
teaches the deposition applied on the surface of the pad nitride and fills the inner space 
of the deep trench. Therefore, it is a selective deposition which comprises filling the 
inner space of the deep trench (so-called filling the collar divot in the instant claims). 
Furthermore, because in the sub-micron semiconductor device fabrication, the 
deposition process is never randomly applied, must be deposited to the specific areas 
required for the product so as to maintain product quality, therefore, it is a selective 
deposition. 

Applicant has argued that applicants' invention avoids CMP during the process of 
forming the buried strap. The examiner agrees that Heo does not have the limitation. 
However, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., avoid CMP; no 
partial removing is required; does not deposit on the nitride layer nor on the crystalline 
silicon layer...) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read 
into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 
1993). 

The above limitations are critical to the practice of the invention and to clarify the 
so-called "selective deposition", but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the 
disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). 

In light of the comments above, the anticipatory and obviousness rejections 
based on Heo et al. are maintained. , c^—^r^""^ 
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
